- Orders  w ith  a draft  for  any  sum  may  be  sent 
bv'post,  and  the  balance  will  be  returned  in  the  box,  or  orders 
with  cash  may  be  enclosed  in  a box  or  small  parcel,  by  any  of 
the  coaches,  diligences,  or  waggons,  and  will  be  duly  attended 
to.
